The document 
paints a terrible picture of conditions 
which the Soviet Guvernment is mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to. concéal pfrom 
the world. 

Wide territories are again being de- 
vasteted by. hunger, death and disease, 
the appalling sufferings of the inhabi- 
tants almost defying description. _Hun- 

of thousands. of peasants. who 
“Have been menaced by famine:since 1923 
are leaving their: homes to wander they 
know not whither searching. for bread 
they cankot find. . Their ‘path is.strewn 
with Gead horses and cattle fallen, be- 
cause there is nothing to feed them, 
while gruesome heaps of human bones 
tell the fate of their owners. { 
Famine Spreading Every. Day. 

“Horrible news reaches us,” continues 
the report, “‘of disease, cannibalism and 
death—stories of a> barely com- 
Drehensible to’ the cultired world. Hast 
Biberia, the North Caucasus, Southeast 
Russia, German colonies of the Volga, 
certain parts of Ukraine and part of 
the- Northern provinces. are already in- 
vaded by the famine. Every day new 
famine zones are added to the list. 

“It is increasingly apparent that all 
Soviet efforts to gloss over’ the truth 
_of the situation are absqlute distortions. 
Wheat prices, even before the new har- 
vest, have risen 130 per cent. sincé tHe 
end of July. Simghitaneously the price 
of meat fell and the quality Sotertornted 
because the farmers sold at any price 
in trying to lay in a stock of flour. 
"Russia is labort beneath a burden 
of. economic depression which is catas- 
nomi and the issue of which cannot 

foreseen because the real causes of 
ae reattan lie in the utter rw of the 
gis of the whole economic fabric. In 
view of these. circumstances. the Soviet 
. authorities addressed a manifesto to 
the population, exhorting: it. to combat 
by every means at its mn eg the perils 
of the bad harvest possible in certain 
districts: which have been attacked by 
drought; and adding, the Soviet Goveéern- 
ment is in. possession of large stocks 
of wheat, therefore there is no reason 
to. believe hunger conditions will arise. 
‘"The ,Council of the People’s Com- 
missaries decided to spend 20,000,000 ru~ 
bles in undertaking public works to 
counteract the results of the drought. 

‘We, in fact, bee developing before our 
eyes events similar to those historic 
times when the first farmers, first no- 
mads, driven. by famine, left their homes 
in order ‘to search for better conditions 
of life elsewhere. The situation in South 
Russia recalls today that period when 
Eastern peoples arrived to install. them- 
selves on the Russian steppes. d- so 
all the Soviet manifestations become 
dead letters in our eyes. 


Starved Hordes Sack and. Pillage. 


“The masses of the peasantry move 
across the arid district; feeding on roots 
and grass. They sack and pillage farms 
and villages in their path, announcing 
that as they are condemned to die, the 
others may as well die with them. And 
after resisting with what arms they 
possess—clubs, guns, grenades—the sur- 

/ viving villagers join the wandering 
hordes.

GENEVA, Sept.’6 (Associated Press.)—

Before the National Conventions, there 
was much insistence upon the nomination 
ef men for the Viee Presidency of full 
‘Presidential calibre.. This aspiration was 
certainly not realized in the case of all 
“the nominees. Yet by a singular trick of 
fate all of them’ seem destined to play 
an uncommonly Jarge réle in this year’s 
Presidential election. It almost looks as 














< 4# the second-place candidates might in 


one or two cases overshadow the prin- 
eipals, This is not of their own seeking, 
go much as a result of circumstances be- 
yond their ‘control. At all events, we 
have the unusual experience of seeing 
men who are running for the Vice Presi-~, 
dency attract a great deal more attention 
than is ordinarily given to those seeking 
that office. The usual thing is for the 
Vice Presidential nominee to write a col- 
erless speech of acceptance, make one or 
two addresses without a single sensation 
in them, and then retire to the obscurity 
which is thought to go well with their 
official position if they are successful in 
‘the election. ; 
As for Governor = BRYAN, ~he has: a 
prominence largely.thrust upon him by, 
his name. Thus fat, he‘ha’ taken what 
almost seems a malicious pleasure in dis- 
‘appointing those Republicans who looked 
to him to make loud explosions and wave 
firebrands; but is it undeniable that the 
misfortune of being the brother of WIL- 
114M J. BRYAN pursue’ him, in the minds 
of many people, and doubtless will con- 
tinue to do so till the end of the cam- 
paign. With General Dawes the case is 
' different. He is thought of by his party 
asa Son of Thunder; who can with great 
advantage -be used to-supplement the 
still small voice of President CooLIDGE. 
The Republican National Committee finds 
General Dawes in wide demand as a 
speechmaker. He has already spoken 
more often than the President, and if he 
accepts one-tenth of the invitations 
pressed upon him he will, oratorically 
speaking, play a much more important 
part in the campaign than his chief. 
What the political effect of this will be 
must depend largely upon the success 
which the General has in bridling\a 
tongue which he himself confesses to be 
by nature too unruly for a politician.

SECONDARY TO THE LEAGUE. 


‘Why ‘did Ramsay MAacDONALD. at 
Geneva feel so strongly the need of 
“elaborating” the Covenant of the 
League of Nations? By his own account 
it is already a comprehensive document. 
“The Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions,” said the British Prime; Minister, 
“has ample provisions for varying arbi- 
“tration, for any sanctions that are nec- 
“ essary, and for all other eventualities.” 
Since Mr. MACDONALD had previously de- 
clared that he could see “nothing else 
for the world but arbitration,” he should. 
seemingly have been content with -a 
statute which had ample provisions on 
ithe subject. If he felt that there is still 
a. good deal of useful work to be done on, 
the Covenant, it was because, as his 
speech went on ‘to show, ‘he. does:not: 
really believe that the Covenant is pre- 
pared for all eventualities: 

Alas, the Covenant was drafted imme- 
diately after the war and before states- 
men were able to see exactly of what pre- 
else nature the problems were to be that 
the nations would have to facé a year or 
two after the armistice. * * * What ought 
to he done now is to explore this matter, 
beginning with the Covenant, applying 
the Covenant to present “gircumstances, 
and in the spirit of the League of Nations 
developing a policy that will give security 
and reduce armaments. 

It must be discouraging for a League 
advocate to be told that within two years 
after the armistice problems arose which 
the founders of the League had not fore- 
seen. Such discouragement should van- 
ish before the thought that the framers 
of the Covenant were not concerned with 
problems, but with a Problem: and that 
was to avert war. _The League of Na- 
tions is concerned primarily with the 
prevention of war and only-secondarily 
with a study of the causes that lead to 
‘war. And the reason is a humanly sim- 
ple one. To set_up machinery-for con- 
ciljation and arbitration is much more 
immediately practical than to delve into: 
the vast complex of motives and condi- 
tions that make for war... Of theories 
why wars arise there are any number. 
The cause of. war has been found in na- 
tionalism, in capitalism, in imperialism, 
in inflated armaments, in the system of 
alliances. It is entirely within the spirit 
and intention of the Covenant that -ef- 
forts be made to study and mitigate the 
forces that work for conflict. But the 
first thought, and the first necessity,. 
was to provide an instrument for avert- 
ing war from whatever cause arising. 

, Reduction of armaments is a.contribu- 
tion-to the safeguarding of peace, An 
agreement to cut down the European 
armies would be a response to that will. 
to peace which a writer in another. sec- 
tion, of THE Times today, finds in the 
minds of the European peoples along- 
side apprehensions as to the next war. 
But. it would be a pity if failure at 
Geneva to persuade France to disarm 
without a guarantee of security should 
be interpreted as a defeat for the League. 
The chief evil of armaments is not: in 
the number of men and guns, but in the- 
mever-ending competition of men ‘and | 
guns, leading fo a neurosis of mutual. 
fears and exacerbations. If it should. be 
shown. that France with her present 
army will feel herself secure, then it is 
arguable that such a France is much less 
dangerous'to the peace of the world than’ 
a disarmed and nervous. France.

Counting out the five States 
that are tied, the. Republicans have’ a 
majority of the Representatives’in twen- 
ty-two of the remaining forty-three, and 
the Democrats in twenty-one. On a test 
vote it is probable that at least ene nom- 
inally Republican State, Wisconsin, 
would not vote for the Republican can- 
didate. He might also lose, under the 
pro:rpting of Senator La Fotuefre, Min- 
nesota and North Dakota. Even if: the 
Republicans: held all three, they might 
still be two short of the needed twenty- 
five.

... Many ingenious speculations regarding 
different ways in which the problem

“It is needless now to enumerate or weigh 
them. Most of them are wholly incon- 
The hope of sensible citizens 
will be that one candidate’ or another 
will receive a majority in the Electoral 
College, so as to avert an anxious’ time 
of uncertainty after the November eléc- 
tion, and to prevent a sévere strain upon 
our constitutional procedure, But if the 
result is otherwise, we should still have 
to count upon the wisdom and self-sac- 
rifice of Congress to prevent a complete 
break-down, to maintain in its best sense 
government by party, and to keep our 
Gov rnment a going concern. 


MAGELLANS OF THE AIR. 


With the descent of Lieutenant SmiTH 
and Lieutenant NELSON to Mitchel Field 
will end one of the most prodigious feats 
of.adventure in human annals. These 
two American Army officers take their 
place by the side of MAGELLAN, the first 
circumnavigator of the globe, The stars 
in their courses did not behold a full tri- 
umph for the Portuguese pilot. The 
record shows that when he passed the 
longitude of the Moluccas he had made 
the circuit of the earth, linking a pre- 
vious voyage with his last. MAGELLAN 
perished’ on the Philippine Island of 
Mactan in a fight with the natives on 
April 27, 1521. It has been’ said that his 
circumnavigation of the earth was as 
notable an event as the discovery of 
America: by CoLumBus, It adds to the’ 
_wonder of the. American Army men’s 
- achievement that they flew across the 
Pacific, over Asia and Europe, and above 
subarctic seas back to the American:

“Maine. ° So-accttrately had the Vermont: 
‘State election foreshadowed during half 
a century. the result: in the Presidential: 
vote: two months later that. when, shortly 
after 1912, the. State’s vote for Governor 
ceased. to be taken in September and 
was transferred to November, there was ' 
a feeling that the Mosaic law against 
removing’ ancient landmarks had been 
tranegressed. 

The Maine election always indicated 
political tendencies, but the Vermont 
September. election indicatetl actual re-+ 
rults. From the end of the Civil War 
up to and including the election ‘of 1912, 
this vote in a sthall New England State 
in September correctly forecast in every 
Presidential year what the national elec- 
torate would do.. It was not that Ver- 
mont would go Democratic in September 
of a: Democratic year or vice versa; 
quite the contrary. Through some mys- 
terious law:of politics a 25,000 plurality 





crnorship, election..seeméd to be the 
normal. figure, If the September p]u- 
rality’ exceeded it even: by .200-.or 300 
votes, then it could always be taken for 
granted. that the Republican candidate 
would win in the national election. If 
less than 25,000 plurality was secured. 
by Vermont’s Republican candidate in 
September, then a Democratic victory in 
November was assured. 

This curious test failed only once in’ 
the twelve Presidential elections from 
1868 to 1912 inclusive, and even the one 
failure might reasonably be regarded as 
proving the rule. In September, 1876, 
the Republican candidate for Governor 
of Vermont: polled ‘a plurality of only 
23,785; which, by the rule, should have 
foreshadowed Mr. TitpEN’s election as 
President in.November. But even today 
it is disputed whether, although the Re- 
publican candidate was inaugurated 
President, the Deméocratic ticket did not 
actually win a majority of the Electoral 
_ With that doubtful exception, Vermont 
never prophesied wrongly. It foreshad- 
owed CLEVELAND’s election in 1884 by 
a Republican September plurality of 
22,704; the Democratic victory of 1892 
by a Republican plurality of 19,712; 
Witson’s election in 1912 by a Repub- 
lican State plurality of only 6,236: over 
the’ Democratic’.Governorship candidate 
alone and by a plurality of 21,505 for the 
Republican and Progressive tickets, com- 
bined over the: Democratic candidate. In 
all other Presidential years of the half 
century the Republican national. ticket 
won, and.in all of them Vermont's Sep- 
‘tember Republican’ plurality exceeded

THE FIRST FLOWER. 


Dr. JoHN M. CLARKS in today’s Timms 
gives us glimpses of the coming of the 
first. flowers on the earth. Just what a 
flower ig any one can say, but no one to 
the full satisfaction of all the botanists.

DUBLIN, Sept. 6.—Ireland’s first 
radio— broadcasting station is to be 
opened in Belfast: next month by the 
Duke of Abercorn, Governor General of 
Northern Ireland.

SPECIAL HEALTH WORK 
FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Children’s Aid Society to Open 
Ten Centres For Use: of Han- 
dicapped Pupils Tomorrow. 


When school bégins. tomorrow ‘4,600 
malnourished, crippled or otherwise 
handicapped children will. be enrolled 
at the ten educational health centres of 
the Children’s Aid Society, it was an- 
hounced by that organization yesterday. 

During the last school ‘year 12,000 chil- 
dren who were received at these health 


centres were brought back to normal 
health and return to the ages school 
system; It estimates tha er. cent. 
of the children who atten be ic school 
are undernourished or physically re- 
tarded. 

The children: received at the health 


ore 





centres are taught the ordinary public |) 


school courges by teachers provided by 
the Board of Education. The Children’s 
Aid Society supplies the buildings, “as 
well as medical. and nutritional and 
nursing care. The society; has com- 
pleted plans for approximately 250,000 
nutrition lunches duying the coming 
term.’ It is estimated that 275,000 bot. 
tles of milk will be consumed by the 
children at the schools. In order that 
the parents of the children shall be in 
full accord with the School work, 
mothers’ meetings are held at which 
teachers and principals or the doctor 
explain the nature of the child’s defec- 
tive condition wna obtain consent for 
treatment. 

Those in poorest health are sent, to 
the society's convalescent homes, pf 
which. there aré two in Westchester 
County. and one on Staten Island. In 
addition, the society cares for crippled 
or otherwise handicapped children and 
gives them the opportunity to learn a 
trade.- For this purpose the society con- 
ducts in its various. school buildings 
classes in power: machine work, printing, 
cobbling, carpentry, forge, sewing and 
cooking.

A few 
more definite details about her and Conrad's 
eyes, like hot brown points under peaked 
huts of skin, lighted with touched recollec- 
tion. There followed a give-and-take of 
statistics; dates, names, ships and their 
makers, tengths of trips. * .* * ‘That 
tops mine! My longest was a hundred and 
thirty days.’ Once came that glamourous 
phrase, “We were running the casting 
down’; glimpses one got of brilliant and 
varied adventure, a flash of recollection of 
‘that beastly river Congo, where I nearly 
died ofthe swamp fever’—the ‘Heart of 
Darkness’ it was. 

“‘New York? Yes, it’s really different 
frum any other city I've ever seen. And. 
livable, too. In London the apartment 
houses are simply places where people 
perch, but here ene can really live com- 
fortably in. apartments.

York and all the celebrities staying here. 
I had lunch with Paderewski a few days . 
ago. Fascinating man! He told me more 
about Poland in fifteen minutes than I had 
ever known before. No, his b&coming Pre- 
mier was not such an amazing breakaway 
from his life as a pianist as it appeared to 
us all. He had always kept in touch with 
the political situation, made speeches, too, 
and so forth; he led a good civic life be- 
tween his tours. Just think, Poland was 
crossed and recrossed three times by the 
Austrians, the Russians and the Germans, 
and yet, in spite of being made.a trampling- 
ground, the nation has retained its integ- 
rity. People are prone to refer to the ‘‘dis- 
orderly Poles,’’ but I consider this a striking 
proof of their solidarity.’ 

‘‘Mr. Conrad paused, tired; it seemed that 
a hot, nervous life moved about in him, 
like the spark in an opal, now in his hands, 
now in his eyes. Sometimes the grizzled 
lower jaw trembled, and a haunted look 
quivered darkly across his face. Some one 
rose and we left, forever, the great writer's 


‘With that intent clarity characteristic 
of all his writing, Conrad has defined a 
writer's aim: ‘To snatch, in a moment of 
courage, from the remorseless rush of time 
a passing phase of life; * * * to disclose 
the stress and passion -within the core of 
each convincing moment; to awaken in the 
hearts of beholders that feeling of inward 
solidarity in a mysterious origin, in toil, in 
joy, in hope, in uncertain fate, which binds 
men to each other and all mankind to the 
visible world.’ So Tolstoy declared that 
genius is the power to break down all sense 
of barrier Between the artist and his audi- 
ence; both assertions that attain the dignity 
of truths, wlien brought to bear upon the 
labors of a Leonardo, the acting of a Henry 
Irving, or the writing of a Joseph Conrad.’’ 

Such was the impréssion of the man upon 
this woman, Sulamith Ish-Kishor, and this

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AMERICA, NEW FOUND LAND OF ART _ 


A New and Vital Verticalism in Architecture Is Admitted by a Foreign Observer

The art treasures of mu- 
seums, universities and private in- 
dividuals that have been transported 
across the Atlantic have now. at- 
tained such a range and quality that 
our scholars find excellent opportu- 
nities in America for many-sided and 
deep studies. Nevertheless, it was 
something quite different from the 


antiquities of Europe that most} 


struck me during my recently con- 
cluded stay in America, namely; the 
livirig art of the country itself. This 
partly for the enjoyment it afforded 
to my eyes, but ‘also for the pre- 
eminent importance that that art 
possesses as g phenomenon in the 
history of the world. 

The first impression from the deck 
of the vessel as we steamed into 
New York of the fantastic city of 
towers, rising out of the haze cre- 
ated by the smoke of steamers, 
struck me at first as a medieval 
vision on a gigantic scale; a Mont 
Saint Michel or a San Gimignano. 

fresh walk in New York 
helped to transform. this. romantic 
vision into the experience of a great 
art which was distinctly of the pres- 
ent day and was more full of ex- 
pression than anything else I have 
seen in the way of modern architec- 
ture. R from many different 
points of view the buildings grouped 
themselves into coherent silhouettes, 
whether I stood in the thorny and 
capricious mixture of architecture of 
Broadway or in the compact, gloomy. 
fortress-like, tunnel-shaped alleys of 
the Wall Street district. 

Here, too, medieval memories pre- 
sented themselves; once again I ex- 
perienced the romantic shiver from 
my walk between the double walls 
of Carcassonne, the fortress town of 
Southern France, which also was a 
walk in a ‘‘wall street.’" But in the 
heavy rhythm of the series of 
blecks in Park Avenue I was re- 
minded of the majestic straight line 
of the temple courts of Egypt. 

At first I made the parallels with 
Gothic art and with tMat of the an- 
cient Orient a bridge for the under- 
standing, but each new day brought 
more clearly before my eyes the 
original qualities of American archi- 
tecture. I am speaking, be it noted, 
only of the skyscrapers of New 
York and some otker very great 
towns; the temple style of the State 
buildings forms another chapter, 
whieh I shall entirely ignore in this 
place. One feels drawn to the nat- 
ural and self-evident form in an of- 
fice building; an incredible mass of 
business has to be transacted-in a 
restricted area; there is.no room on 
the flat, so build high! - Hence the 
architecture self-evidently grows up 
from its foundation. Other things 
that determine the form are safety 
and economy of construction, secur- 
ity against fire and (since the new 
zoning law has come into force) the 
hygienic requirements of the city 
plan. In particular the loud-speak- 
ing tower forms are natural expres- 
sions of the desire of business bulid- 
ings for advertisement.. Everything 
is based on some comprehensible de- 
sign. Some, of course, are especialy 
well done; some are not at all good; 
but the-total picture is splendid in 
its great #ffa magnificent force. 

In judging of the originality. of this 

_.architecture the detail used in the

“portance: One facade is adorned

For the French have many simple 
pleasures—and by simple I mean in- 
expensive rather than unsophisti- 
cated.

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THE VANISHING 
-GONDOLIERS 


By ERICK BERRY 


RE we to be the last generation 
to see Venice with her ca- 
nals? Will our children 
make pilgrimage to a, thor- 

oughly commercial city, with solidly 
paved streets, stripped alike of her 
romance, her gondolas and her music 
on the Grand Canal beneath the full 
moon, with the wavering lights 
of the ducal palace reflected in the 
water? = 

It would seem so. Venice has com- 
mercial aspirations other than charg- 
ing the ubiquitous tourist twice the 
value of near-silk shawls and imita- 
tion tortoise-shell combs. She has a 
very modern urge to be hustling and 
bustling, to have smoke pouring 
from her factory chimneys and her 
streets filled with Fords—perhaps 
even to be the home of a Ford fac- 
tory of her very own. Who knows 
how far the rising tide will reach? 

This of course is only part of 
Venice.. A very short time ago the 
Mayor issued licenses to twenty mo- 
tor boats, long, slim, unromantic 
craft which go puffing and chugging 
through the canals at a 2:40 gait, 
making the gondolas to dance on the 
troubled waters and the gondoliers 
to curse loudly and shaketheir fists. 
There ‘was a tremendous demonstra- 
tion against the Mayor. The gondo- 
liers, armed with eggs and tomatoes 
that were well past maturity, swept 
past the City Hall, down the Grand 
Canal, in a shouting, angry swarm 
of gondolas, throwing their artillery 
in protest against the new ruling fa- 
voring motor boats., 

Perhaps if one realizes that every 
gondolier is the result of at least 
four generations in that work and 
that every man owns the same boat 
inherited from father to son, with 
the same prancing sea horses and 
the same glowing lantern at the 
prow, then this resentment is ‘more 
easily understood. None of them, of 
course, have any othér trade. iIn 
fact, most of them are perfectly use- 
less on dry land. Literally fish out 
of water. 

Beppe, for instance, is 16. He is 
still too short and not yet strong 
enough for the heavy pole of the big 
gondola, but for several,years he has 
had his own sandola, a somewhat 
smaller and much lighter boat. 
wears a blue sailor suit and a little 
round blue hat and a bright red sash, 
and he serves a lovely lady who lives 
on the Grand Canal. The sandola 
holds two people comfortably, three 
at a pinch; but he takes his lady 
calling or shopping or for a ride ev- 
ery day. Beppe, ‘on land, is an ar=) 
rant coward, superstitious and afraid 
of the dark. Nothing could induce 
him to enter the tiny garden behind 
the house after dusk, nor will he 
even cross the street alone at night, 
but he will pole for hours through 
the narrow, winding, unlighted ca- 
nals, quite alone, on some errand. 
He knows the water and he is at 
home on the canals, no matter how 
late the hour. 

Each gondolier, unless he is hired 
by the month by a patron, has his 
traghetta station. The traghetta isa 
ferry, crossing the Grand Canal and 
the Giudecca at intervals ef a few 
blocks. It takes about three minutes 
to cross and costs 20 centesemi— 
about 1% cents. The gondolier has 
his regular hours at the ferry, every 
other day, and on the odd days he is 
free to pick up fares and tourists for 
long trips to the islands or the sere- 


7ete st aleat. 

The old gondolier is not, necessarily 
a burden on his family. He may per- 
haps save a bit during his sunny 
Gays, for he makes very good money, 


arm as support to those embarking. 

Antonio tells us that he receives 
about 5 lira a day, all dependent on 
the generosity of the travelers. 
Sometimes on festas he gets more. 
One day we gave him 6 lira ali at 
once. This was the festa of the Re- 
dentore. He kissed our hands, much 
to the embarrassment of the Ameri- 
ean gentlemen, and all the way out 
from the landing we could see him 
holding his hat in a stately gesture 
and showering the biessings of the 
saints upon us. Next day, with 
much waving of hands, he told us 
that he had put aside 1 lira, about 4 
cents, toward the Winter, and with 
the other 5 he had bought a big bot- 
tle of wine, a-huge loaf of bread, a 
prodigious dish of spaghetti—his 
hands outlined its dimensions—and a 
liqueur. He beamed as he told us, 
so it must have been a great treat. 

Down the Grand Canal, the Main 
Street of Venice, passes an endless 
procession all day, and perhaps all 
night if one had Aime to watch it. 
Boatioads of fruit, flowers and vege- 
tables for the market. Funeral 
barges black andstately, laden with 
flowers and with crépe draperies 
trailing in the water. One such as 
these might have borne the fated 
Lady of Shalott, with its huge white 
hourglass, symbol of fleeting time, 
at the prow. Nothing coyld be love- 
lier than a gondola decorated for a 
festa night. Hung with lanterns of 
many colors, which sway in the 
breeze, their lights reflected in the 
dark waters, it is the veritable vehi- 
cle of romance. In the old days the 
gondolier wore the costume of his 
master, and in quaint old paintings 
at the Academy we can see him, clad 
in parti-colored hose and doublet, 
perilously balancing on the extreme 
edge of a very tippy gondola. 

The modern gondola is the result 
of centuries of slow evolution. The 
word is supposed to mean “quick,"’ 
“lively."" The boats used to be many 
colors, but in 1004 they were or- 
dered black by decree of the Senate. 
Another authority has it, however, 
that the black was in mourning for 
the invasion of the Austrians in the 
eighteenth century. But all the old 
paintings show biack gondolas, al- 
though many of them are gay with 
gold tracery, brilliant pillows, rugs 
and canopies, and the bright sashes, 
ties and striped oar blades of the 
gondoliers. 

The boat measures 33 feet long, 
and the ferrule of steel in the bow is 
so designed that it balances the 
weight of the gondolier in the stern. 
The shape of the ferrule is unique 
and belongs solely to Venice. It is 
flat, like a cutting edge, and some- 
what resembies the design on the 
bow of an old Viking ship. There 
are six crosspieces, to represent the 
six sections of the city, and one go- 
ing inward, to represent the Lido. 
The top is shaped like the Doges’

There 
have been instances wheré theatre own- 
ers, to secure for their houses: attrac- 
tions that they felt would have long 
runs, have invested in the attraction or 
otherwise assisted the producer. Com- 
petitive bidding among theatre owners 
for & promising attraction fs not alto- 
gether unknown. 


The past season furnished a striking 
example of the rewards that come to a 
theatfe owner who houses.a big Broad- 
way hit. “‘Kid Boots,’ which played at 
the Harl Carroll Theatre from last New 
Year’s Eve until the past Monday night, 
when it moved to the Selwyn, is con- 
servatively éstimated to have taken In 
more than $1,000,000 at the box office in 
that time. Of that sum, it fs said, 35 
per cént., or $350,000, was turhed over 
to the theatre. It seems a fair assump- 
tion that the net profit of the theatre 
was a good deal larger than that of 
Mr. Ziegfeld, who took the entire finan- 
cial risk of the production. 

For further exampie, much has been 
said and written of the fortune that 
“Abie’s Irish Rose’ has brought Miss 
Anne Nichols, its author and manager. 
By the same token, however, the own- 
ers of the Republic Theatre may be sup- 
posed to be gathering ever and anon for 
a little quiet cheering In their own be- 
half.

this arrangament. 

Barring the independent theatres, for 
which bookings are arranged either by 
the owner of his pérsonal representative, 
the business of theatre rentals is con- 
ducted. in New-York through thé Shubert 
and Erlanger offices, fer theatres con- 
trolled. by themselves and their associ- 
ates. Outside of New York, theatres 
controlled by either of these groups are 
pooled for booking purposes, and road 
attractions are booked into Shubert or 
Erlanger theatres indiscriminately. 

Theatre rentals are not as high outside 
of New York as they are around Times 
Square. Again the law of supply and 
Gemand ts In full operation, but the 
theatrical manager ts here in a position 
to ask more favored treatment by virtue 
of the absence of the large ntimber of 
competitors he faces along Broadway. 
A share of 70 per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts is not an unusual thing for a road 
show with any reputation at all to de- 
mand and get. 

On the road, as in New York, too, mu- 
sical shows receive more favorable terms 
than legitimate dramas, for the obvious 
reason that their expenses are greater. 
For the most part the theatre loses very 
little potential profit by this arrange- 
ment, under the theatrical ciistom which 
allows musical comedies- to charge 


‘higher prices for their tickets at the box 


office, thereby swelling the weekly gross 
receipts. 

A representative of the theatre, gen- 
erally the treasurer and a represen- 
tative of the occupying attraction, gen- 
erally the company manager, ‘together 
compute the. night’s. receipts along 
about 10 ‘o'clock tn the evening. A 
Statement, signed by both, ts prepared, 
and on the basis of this statement the 
division of récelpts Is made. In most 
cases, the theatre pays out the full 
amount of the moneys due stage hands, 
musicians, newspapers for advertising, 
&c., and the attraction’s share of this 
expense is deducted before the net 
sums due it are turned. over. 

Theatres, as has been said, 
springing up all around 
rooms, as have been said too. No 
benefits have given in the memory 
of man for former theatre owners. No 
homes for the aged are known to con- 
tain former theatre owners. It must be 
more than 8 coincidence, as may also 
have been said. rt

S it possible to transfer college Mfe 
to the stage so that it will be rec- 
ognized, so that its sentiment will 
not be misunderstood? I wonder. 
When Percy Marks’s “The Plastic 

Age’” appeared I railed. against it, just 
as the critics have now railed against 
“‘Nerves’’ as being oversentimental. Yet 
I was forced inté a heatdad argument in 
@ college town recently. when the stu- 
dents to whom I was talking arose in a 
body to Mr. Marks’s defense.. They in- 
sist that’s the way they are! Now, I 
insist that the characters in the house- 
party scenes of ‘‘Nerves’’ are as such 
young people were in 1917. Moreover, I 
really don’t see why the undergraduates 
aren’t better equipped to know them- 
selves, why Benet and I aren’t better 
equipped to Know ourselves than the 
critics. Perhaps it is impossible to show 
the really deep and sometimes mawkish 
emotions of youth without ridiculing 
them; but that was what we have tried 
honestly to do in ““Nerves,’’ and the iet- 
ters on my desk this morning strengthen 
me in my determination to express a 
viewpoint. 

It is rather silly to label our college 
youths as either Yale, Harvard, Prince- 
ton or anywhere else. Our observation 
of men of our own age before the war 
was not confined to Yale, nor to any 
one group of Yale men. It is true that 
“Netves’’ is the story of a definite house 
party, a definite unit, and-that the mem+ 
bers of that unit were many of them In 
our first-night audience. That the play 
seerned réal to them was my first con- 





cern. That, because of some fault of 
my own, we should have exposed them 
to the ridicule ‘of New York’s “sophisti- 
cates” is bitter indee@! The war scene 
of ‘‘Nerves” was as direct a transcrip- 
tion of details of squadron life as I conld 
make. Perhaps my memory is poor. It 
would be only the work of,a moment to 
cut the back-slapping, affectionate,, ‘‘Old 
Horse’s Neck’’ element in the play; but 
we believe thet whatever else we may™ 
have done in “‘Nerves’’ we have to the 
best of our abilities analyzed the war 
generation (the part of it we knew) and 
that if/the attitudé toward friendship 
and war is romantic (heaven knows we 
thought it had enough bitterness in it), 
then that attitude, whether or no it is 
popular, is the attitude of that particu- 
lar section of young America that we 
happen to know. I suspect that if you 
should. drop in on a house party on Long 
Island some night soon you'd find rather 
more drinking, rather more sophistica- 
tion than you'll find In the first act of 
“Nerves,”’ but the slahg, the manners; 
the overdeveloped emotions weré. those 
of 1917, of a period when we were at the 
fever heat of war excitement, and, In 
spite of everything to the contrary, I 
still suspect them of being real. Dos 
Passos’'s ‘Three Soldiers," Laurence 
Stallings’s ‘“‘Plumes” and his **What- 
Price Glory’’ all represent a legitimate 
attitude toward the war, one which 4:

Changing Teats to Laughs 





i CCASIONALLY nfotion picture edi- 
QO tors are called upon to do strange 

things with film productions that 
bave not been eminetitly successful. 
Producers may discover that although 
they have a fair picture, the handling of 
the story makes it a difficult proposition 
to’ dispose of it to the theatre owners 
throughout the country. Sometimes the 
theme of the film is one that hurts its 
marketable value. 

Walter Futter, who edited ‘‘Janice 
Meredith,” has attacked productions in 
such a way as to change their whole 
idea, and in the end some cf these pic- 
tures which were tame and flat before- 
hand turned’ out to be interesting and 
often amust : 

“T have taken @ melodrama,” says Mr. 
Futter, “‘and transforméd it into a farce 
comedy. And I have also changed a 
comedy into ‘a serious drama. Some 
time ago there was a picture adapted 
from a well-known stage play apd di- 
rected by a nian who, although an able 
stage directér, was unfamiliar with 
pictures. He did‘the work for a small 
unit, and after he had finished the pic- 
ture it was shelved for thre: or four 
years. It was tried out several times 
without. success. During the lapse of 
time:.the star won laurels in other 
films and became quite famous. Hence 
the value of the, film which lay on the 
shelf increased because of. the box 
office- value of the star’s nanie. At 
the same time {ft was obvious that the 
production could. not be issued as it 
was. Hence the film. was. turned over 
to me with instructions to do what ' 
could to make it interesting. 

“L studied the picture from the view- 
point of the audience, and after a while 
I decided that the principal fault with 
it lay in the fact that. the star had not 
grasped the idea of the play and that 
therefore her characterization was very 
weak. So I transformed the character 
she was supposed to impersonate to one 
that fitted her rendition, and this work, 
coupled: with fresh titles, caused some 
reviewers to declare that in this -old 
production the player did the best work 
of hér career. 

“‘The film started with a house party 
at a beautiful estate, Where the heroine 
had an unscrupulous aunt desirous of 
marrying her niece to a wealthy man. 
The ‘aunt instructed her niece to flirt 
-with the prospective husband. ‘The 
heroine was not supposed to be in ac- 
cord with her aunt, but through fear 
followed the older woman's instructions. 
it ‘happened that the actress, who had 
appeared in musical comedy, was not 
guileless iy the matter of using her 
eyes and her smiles. Hence.in the end 
I made the title preceding this Sequence 
tell of a week-end -at a roadhouse, the 
“aunt’’ @ necessary cheperon, and the 
girl who flirted so perfectly 4. gold- 
digger. 

** *There’s $100,000 worth of film,’ ‘said 
one producer to me on another occasion. 
“We can’t sell it, so you take it and see 
what you can do with it.’ The produc- 
tion. was a melodrama soaked in ad- 
venture’ and blood. -There were men 
who stabbed each other in the back and 





women who took solemn oaths to snuff 
out the lives of others. No wonder the 
audience laughed at it anyway.: This 
merriment, however, caused us to think 
that it would be better still if we did 
not take it- seriously ourselves. 
kidded our own picture! 


Making An. Audicnce Laugh. 


‘Of course much of this is done by the 
elimination of certain scenes. and 
through wholesale changes of the sub- 
titles. One subtitle after a change rea’: 
‘If you don’t like our picture, we'll stop 
it.” Immediately after there foilowe:! 
another caption: ‘What's that. You 
say you don’t want us to continue. All 
right, operator roll back the film.’ 
Then the audience roared at the sight of 
the bullets going back into the guns, the 
slain men getting up and glaring at 
their térmer antagonists, horses goinz 
backwards over jumps, ships hastening 
stern first to an opposite shore, and the 
star getting further and further awizy 
from the climax of the narrative. Then 
came another title: “You say you wish 
to. go on with the film. Right you ame 
pperator. ‘Go along with the picture,'”’ 

Not long age a’ picture called ““Phe 
Faith Healer’*-was put out by’ one con- 
cern. It was’ meant asa sort of suc- 
cessor to ‘‘The Miracle Man,"’ but hard- 
ly came up, to the.higkh standard set 
by the’ former:’ The miracles in ‘“‘The 
Faitr Healer’ were not believable, and 
when the film reached England it was 
deemed “advisable to exclude them all, 
Hence the story had to be materially 
changed and re-titled, the main.title of 
the production being changed to ‘“‘Good- 
heart.’’ Even then it was found that the 
beginning was too heaivy for the picture. 
It was discovered that by cutting down 
the first sequence and inserting it in 
a third sequence, the picture had a more 
cheerful aspect.

Seeing the possibilities of this new ma- 
chine and knowing that it is adapted 
to pulling freight and not for joy-riding, 
it passed a resolution calling .on (Ats 
members to beware of investment.trust 
adventures that might get them into 
trouble with the Exchange. .The reso- 
lution was intended as a.caution.to the 
public. as well. 

However, some ofthese trusts seemed 
to .be formed upon lines which are 
scarcely open to criticism upon the score 
of recklessness. Here is an example of 
ohe of these new trusts which has sold 
about 350,000 shares and drawn in about 
$4,000,000 in capital from all sections of 
the country, 

This trust was organized by a broker- 
age firm. The firm, it may be interest- 
ing to note, is operating under the in- 
spiration and tutelage of a London syn- 
dicate which has specialized in this busi- 
ness for many years. It has a plan 
which introduces a new “term into 
the vocabulary of finance—‘‘bankers’ 
shares."" This trust purchases a group 
of seventeen established railroad stocks. 
These stocks are deposited with a large 
bank as trustee-to be held by the bank 
in perpetuity or for the life of the trust. 
Against this deposit the bank issues 
what are called ‘bankers’ shares.”’ 
These are.in fact certificates by the bank 
that it holds for the bearer an interest 
in the deposited stocks equal to the sum 
named in the shares. The shares are 
valued at $14 each. So that the holder 
of one bankers’ share. will have @ frac- 
tional ‘interest fixed at $14 in the se- 
curities held by the bank. 


Everybody Benefits. 

The bank is the perpetual trustee. It 
holds the stocks, votes‘them and col- 
lects the dividends. The interesting item 
is that these dividends are distributed by 
the bank to the holders of the bankers’ 
shares without any deduction for costs of 
administration. - 

How, then, does the bank benefit, and 
what profit does the broker derive from 
this trust?’. He ariswered with great 
frankness. ¥ 

“Our profit is obtained entirely .from 
the sale of the stocks. On each share 
the sum of $1.20 is deducted in the origi- 
nal transaction. Of this 60 cents goes 
to the broker who sells the share at re- 
tail, 15 cents goes to the E—nglish syndi-

All this is quite different from the 
English system. There the directors are 
}given wide. latitude in investing funds. 
In some of:them the trustees are con- 
stantly ‘searching for 
valuable but low-priced issues with a 
view to holding them ‘for' an ultimate 
rise and a round profit on the salé. In 
most of the English issues the variety 
of shares purchased is\ very large, run- 
ning as high as 400 different issues. 
There is a difference in the mode of 
obtaining® capital. A favorite: British 
method is the issuance of ordinary or 
common stock, preferred shares and de- 
bentures.. The latter two are guaranteed 
fixed interest. The common... stock 
participates in‘the full profits. In some 
of the English companies this-jis very 
large. One trust, the Alliance, has paid 
dividends ranging from 35 to 40 per. cent. 
Another concern, specializingsin Ameri- 
can securities—the United States and 
‘General Trust Corporation—has paid~all 
the way. from 9 to 16 per.cent., even 
during the war years. 

There is one investment trust in New 
York which conforms in a general way 
to the British model. -It has trusteed 
about 400 issues. It has been in exis- 
tence about three years, though its real 
activit? has been noticed. only in the 
last year. Plans, I learn, are now un- 
der way for-launching, in the near fu- 
ture, what will be probably the most 
ambitious effort in this direction yet 
seen on this side. It will be under the 
control of sotme of the most respected 
houses in Wall Street. 

Moreover, scores of firms in this city 
and in other parts of the country-—are 
preparing to launch investmént truste; 
in various forms. From the head of\an 
old company in Edinburgh, I am in- 
formed there has béen a flood of in- 
quiries by Amerjcan houses to their 
British correspondents for exact infor- 
mation about the details of manage- 
ment. The Sack Exchange has &een 
studying the subject for months wim a 
view of estabiishing some principles for 
differentiating between the sheep and 
the goats and making sure that its own 
members flock-with the sheep. I asked 
‘Winthrop Burr, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee On Business Conduct, what the 
attitude of the Exghange would be, 

“Our attitude is by no means deter: 
mined,’’ he admitted. “This is a new 
thing here, and we will have to study } 
it more. The investment trust is un- 


doubtedly good. It has gone very far in 
England and Scotland. It ‘will undoubt- 
edly get a foothold here. It is not a 
get-rich-quick idea and. should not be 
carnithaed to fall into the hands of men 
filled with that design. Its value will 
dépend upon the sntogeaty of the admin- 
istrators who cont Our wish is

Kelp-making, another of the islands’ 
industries, te difficult bon account of the 
long-rainy season, Most years are more 
or less calamitous; it happened that 
last Summer was particularly so, The 
grain, never ripening. in’ thé constant 
downpours, stood gréen ih the fields in 
middle. October. When it’ was. finally 
reaped, fierce gales scattered the 
sheaves and stripped off - ‘the ears.

Tree Pianting Saves Camp. 


successful in keeping the ground at 
Camp Hawley of the Fort Orange ¢Al- 
bany) Council from. gradually slipping 
into Kinderhook Lake, on ‘which the 
camp is located. 

“Investigations made tn 1923 under the 
auspices of the New York State Forestry 
Association,” says J. R. Simmons of the 
Association, writing for the Albany 
Press, “shows that erdsion of the prop- 
erty was under way,/at the rate of 
nearly two feet a year, and the pre- 
diction was made ‘that unless a wa 
could be found for-overcoming this con- 
dition the property would vanish, in so 
far as any practical use Was concerned, 
in about thirty years. 

“The system. which eventually solved. 
the problem is known as angular sub- 
merged tree planting, and consists in the 


installation of willow logs. whose ends 
enter under the waterline,. thereby ob- 
taining moisture and nourishment. even 
in dry weather, and whose upper ends 
extend.tg the top of the banks.‘ These 
logs are fastened and held im place by 
an ingenious device based on*cross-sec- 
tions of willow and posts of the same 
material. 


*“*Nature does the rest by sending up 
sprouts which may be developed into 
trees af any desired size and in suffi- 
cient number to stop erosion; nature 
also sends roots into the eroded banks 
in. sufficient number to prevent land- 
slides and to offset the action of waves,

Ih’ the July and August numbers of 
The ‘World's Work, French Strothers has. 
published two articles, claiming that 
dementia praecok, or emotional insanity, 
is practically the cause of all ¢rime, and 
that the disease is hereditary and incur- 
able. ‘ 

The . word practical may mean 
much or little. “These statements are | 
very broad, difficult to prove, and about 
as illuminating: as the old syllogism 
about cats’ tails.. No cat has two tails; 
every cat has one\moré tail than no cat; 
ergo, every cat has three tails. 

The subject ofheredity is worthy of 
‘more consideration -and discussion than 
appears in the articles to which -refer- 
ence is made. We know in a general way 
that ignorant, vicious parents have de- 
generate offspring, With some startling 
exceptions. There haye been many ‘the- 
ories apparently as sound and logical as 
this one that have never been justified 
"by more recently discovered. facts. 

Mr, © Strothers’s argument runs ' like 
this; ‘Nearly. all criminals have demen- 
tia. praecox;*dementia praecox is incur- 
able; ergo, practically no criminal can 
ever be turned away from crime or be- 
come a respectable citizen.’’

The fallacy of these statistics 
ig this: They ignore the produce of the 
farm-which the farmer uses for himself 
and hig family. In this respect the busi- / 
ness of; farming differs from every 
other. The farmer supplies himself with 
milk, eggs, poultry, vegetables and 
fruit, and, very often, pork, All these 
the ordinary citizen has to buy and pay 
for out of his earnings. But they do not 
go into the’farmer’s accounts, which are 
kept on a cash basis. They do ‘not enter 
A4nto the income of which he is obliged 
to give an account to the Government. 

There is one item of perhaps less im- 
portance with which any’ visitor to a 
country fair is impressed. The farmer's 
wife and daughters are fond of flowers 
and havea great many beautiful flow- 
ers’ in. their gardens. These a city 
dweller must/ buy and pay for, if he 
wants them. .* * *

content. Now, under the new system of 
Government agencies, highly nécessary 
harvest..labor. is" promptly directed to 
places needed in numbers sufficient only 
for the need; stay-overs and other un- 
desirable: consequences of the old hap- 
hazard system are eliminated. 


; Records of Workers Kept. 


For the past few years the Government 
employment: “agencies at Sioux City, 
Iowa, have kept records of the home 
States.of -harvest labor applicants. It 
was ‘ound that out of 3,500 men exam- 
ined in July and August, 1922, mén came 
from.every. State in the Union, with the 
exception. of Delaware. Others reported 
from , Canada, Austria and Alaska. 
Forty-fpur per cent. of the harvest labor 
entering through the Sioux City gate- 
way were. from Iowa, Iifinois and Mis- 
soufi. . Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas. and 
Nebraska .supplied but 21 per cent, 
‘which serves. to indicate that the ma- 
jority of harvest laborers do not follow 
the general drift of-migratory workers; 
but when their work is over in one or 
two-harvest fields remain to perform the 
regular farm labor. 

One hundred and thirty-five occupa- 
tions were: reported. * Farmers and farm 
faboérers included but 44 per cent. A 
large number were students, some com- 
ing from-Eastern colleges and as far 
South as the Carolinas. I found that 
most of them were working their way 
ah rl college. A number of. others 
were rants for football and pther 
Shlatio. eams who sought work in the 
harvest fields to “harden up.’ College 
students are eagerly sought by employ- 
ers: of harvest labor becguse they are 
generally .dependable and. hardened to 
‘the sun’s rays, which “‘burn out’? many 
a novite unused to the hot sun of the 
harvest season. 

Ages of harvest laborers examined ran 
from 16 ‘to 69, although the general run 
was from 49 to 32. Many follow the 
harvest year efter year. © men said 
that they had been doing so. for forty 
years and five'others declared that they

Rumors ef German Arms. 


Swiftly, over here, you are drawn 
into a consideration of how far away 
or how near another war really is, In 
the course of a ménth in France I heard 
and read an amazing amount about the 
secret’ armaments of Germany. It was 
daily fare in the press; enormous stores 
of arms unearthed at Dtisseldorf as the 
result of an accidental fire; a mitrail- 
leuse found in-the woods of ‘the occu- 
pled territory in perfect condition; re- 
ports of an etat-major completely re- 
constituted; replacing the old heavy or- 
garnism created’ by <William II.;

There are militarists -in 
France, and in Germany, and in Amer- 
fica. But to find the whole French peo- 
ple ‘‘militaristic,’’ devoted to a policy 
of economic imperialism, scems to me 
not short of ‘absurdity. 

Those who can diye.in France among 
a people. essentially devoted to the arts 
of peace, a people who have traveled 
very far in spirit since the days of 
Napoleon and the Conquerors, a people 
who. today live amid the ravages of 
war, and can think they see ‘“‘milita- 
Tism,"’ ‘contradict ‘the evidence of their 
eyes and ears.. And those who, in Ger- 
many, despite the plans of Nationalé 


istic groups, despite the yearning back 


to Kaiserdom on the part of large 
groups of a people trained in imperial- 
istic discipline, fail to feel the spirit 
of ‘the true frienda: of peace there, fail 
to feel the aspiration of young repub- 
lican Germany progressing against btft- 
ter odds, are dull indeed. 


Peace Berces at Work. 


Perhaps. Germany's militarism has 
almost as many enemies in Germany 
as it has elsewhere. France's ‘‘milita- 
rism’’ is plain fear on the part of a 
people almost solidly devoted to peace. 
The , endless talk of Dtsseldorf, the 
Micum agreements, the secret arma- 


ments, the French military law, inter- 


allied ec gacrs security and so on—these 





are not just things: France picks to talk 
and think about: They are her imme- 
diate problenis which she cannot es- 
cape. And if France balks when ef- 
forts are made to turn her eyes away 
frorn hér rights,.under..the treaty and 
make. her concede a few points in the 
interest of a broad peacemaking spirit, 
I think .she balks: hot because she is 
afraid to be generous but because she 
is afraiti to be vague. 

“In France it is all such a very con- 
crete problem: an invaded. nation of 
40,000,000 souls wants to know whether, 
if she assists in the economic rehabili- 
tation of her 60,000,000 strong invading 
neighbor, England or anybody else will 
be at her side in case of default on 
Germany's part, which is equivalent to 
a threat of war. To us it may seem 
an academic question whether) security 
should precede:or follow peace. But 
the insecure feel no academic doubts as 
to which comes: first. 

In Germany my lot has been cast 
largely among the republican friends of 
peace, urging speedy acceptance of the 
Dawes report and enactment of the 
nécessary legislation looking. toward 
Germany's entrance into’ the League of 
Nations. “Bat one evening not long ago 
I:attended a weekly: conference of. pub- 
lic men. .I shall not soon forget my 
shivers as a young and brilliant mem- 
ber of the Reichstag—on: the Right— 
earnestly strove to prove that war for 
.Germany now would be madness. His

FOUR PROPOSALS FOR WORLD PEACE 





T the present session of the League 

Geneva the diseussion has centred 

‘ methods to prevent war. Since the close of the war there have 
been four outstanding proposals for permanent peace: 

First—The League of Nations. It was the hope of the statesmen 
‘who. concluded the treaty of peace that the League might furnish both 
the will and the way. ‘The Assembly, the Council and the Permanent 
Court -of International Justice established under the League covenant * 
were designed to: provide the .machinery: for achieving these objects. 

Second—The Washington Conference on Limitation of Armament. 
Called by ‘Secretary Hughes in November, 1921, this meeting was at- 
‘tended by representatives of the leading allied powers. They signéd an 
agreement to limit their naval armaménts in a certain definite compara- 
tive ratio oftstrength, and ‘to declare’a ten-year “naval holiday.” 

Third—The Tréaty of Mutual ‘Assi 
the last seasion of the League Assembly 
for an expression of opinion. It provides for an agreement. among 
nations both in'and out of the League to reduce armaments in propor~ 
tion tothe security which ‘the: treaty ‘gives and.to combine against 
aggressive warfare. The Council of the League, under this plan; would 
decide whether the act.of any nation constituted. aggression and the 
signatory Powers on the same continent would combine in economic or 
military. measures against the aggressor. ©

Inspiration and Hope. 

As s0on as I crossed the border from 
Germany ‘into Czechoslovakia I felt that 
indescribable air of Hfé and movement 
which that young country, cheerfully 
working its way, inspires. A sense of 
the brisk currents of trade there at 
once strikes anybody who has been in 
In 
Czechoslovakia, if anywhere, it seems 
as if the popular will to peace is free to 
develop. 

But you cannot be there long without 
feeling thé weight of Czechoslovakia’s 
pressing internal problem—its German 
minority. The Germans, now one-fourth 
vf the entire population of Czecho- 
slovakia, have lived there—and ruled 
therefor. centuties: They supply now 


in significant degree’ the capital for’ 


the industries which form: the greatest 
resources of the country. Obviously the 
Government’ has a tremendous task of 
representation, if not assimilation. 

Czechoslovakia has -its extreme Na- 
tionalists, too, who believe that Czecho- 
slovakia cannot last, and that to coop- 
erate with the Government.is only to 
prolong a doomed existence. ‘hese! are 
said to be in close touch with the Na- 
tionalists of the Reich and the Bavarian 
Nationalist group. Much for the peace 
of Europe depends upon the most wise 
and generous working out of Czecho- 
slovakia’s internal problem: For un- 
less she can handle that adequately, the 
problem .arises-as to whether the Little 
Entente of Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia 
and Rumania is a sufficient barrier to 
prevent the union of the two armies, 
red and black, 

The real solution of that problem. fs 
not in the combined military ‘forces of 
the Little Entente but in the assured 
Capacity for democratic civilization in 
each of its constitutent countries. Only 
ther genuine democratic development of 
each ‘nation separately can prévail 
against that very real possibility, a 
union of European Communist forces, 

Italy Recovering. 

What of Italy and @ popular will to 
peace? Italy, after the clamor of Corfu, 
has been staging along, not expecting 
much from international adjustments in 
the working out of her salvation. -In

years are any criterion, the chain stores 
have a bigger future than either the. 
department stores or the mail-order 
houses. The Department of Commerce 
at Washington publishes figures which 
show the growth from year to year of 
the ,jthree main groups of distributers. 
They show that the chain stores have 
increased considerably faster than the 
department stores, and that both have 
gone ahead of the mail-order houses. 

Sales of 129 chains. show a 
growth in business of 87 per cent. from 
1919 to 1923 and that of drug chains 
44 per cent. tn the same period. The 
business ‘of 333 department stores in -all 
parts of ‘the country increased 24 per 
cent. Sales of the four leading. mail- 
order houses during. the same period, 
however, decreased slightly—about 1 per 
cent. : 

In predicting the future of retail dis- 
tribution’ Mr- Mazur has made a thor- 
ough analysis. of the. comparative 
strength and weaknesses..of the chain 
and department stores. 

The weakness: of the departmént store, 
says Mr. Magur, in comparison with the 
chain specialty shop, is largely.due to 
lack of concentration. This is felt in 
several directions, Take purchasing, for 
example. While a department store may 
do a total business of $10,000,000, this 
volume ig aplit up into perhaps one hun- 
dred departments, each handling a dif- 
ferent line of goods. This means that) 


to $100,000. each. The chain specialty 
store concentrates its entire purchases 
in a narrow field. of goods.° The ad- 
vantage is obvious—both in price con- 
cegsidns and overhead. 

_- Combination Will. Win. 

Mr, Mazur contends, however, that. in 
several @irections the department. store 
has an advantage over the specialty and 
chain store. “The well-established de- 
“partment store, for instance, Kas built 
up a good-will amd. reputation that no 
chain or specialty shop can’ achieve in a 
long period of time. The latter must«go | 
through an expensive stage of develop- 
ment ‘and operaté in high-priced street- 
floor locations to obtain the good-will 
now held by the department store. Then, 
too, the department store has a rela- 
tively large volume of “business, which 
permits. advertising on a scale which 
the limited business. of ‘each: city’s chain 
or specialty shop cannot. afford. 

The relative strength and weakness of 
thevarious. methods of retailing’ vary, 
according to Mr... Magur, with the. size 
of. the .city or town. 

‘In this struggle, no matter what. the 
size of the city, Mr..Mazur believes that 
the department stores must consolidate 
to function most effectively. He claims 
that the main digadvantages which the 
single Store’ suffers from can be elimi- 
nated by such mergers.

ANY trained observers. expect a

This process, as provided 
for in the Twelfth Amendment’ to the 
Constitution, had its sole trial 100 years 
ago, The Electoral College in 1824, fail- 
ing of a‘ majority for any’ candidate, 
cast the election into the House of Rep- 
resentatives, with consequences s0 pe~ 


ticular attention today. 

These consequences: included the ruin 
of the Presidential ambitions of the 
country’s two- best known statesmen, a 
realignment of parties and the popular 
upheaval that put Jackson in office four 
years later. © 

The candidates of 1824 were all, in one 
sense, La Follettes. Adams, Jackson, 
Crawford and Clay @ach represented the 
point of view of one single section of the 
country. National conventions had not 
yet come into favor. State nominations 
were the rule. John Quincy Adams was 
nominated by legislators in the’ New 
England States. Jackson was similarly 
put forward in the Southwest. Henry 
Clay ‘represented Kentucky and. other 
parts of the more northerly West. 
Crawford, a favorite in a great portion 
of the South ‘Atlantic States, was put up 
by a caucus of his party in Congress. 

Jackson, the leader in ‘the balloting, 
received 99 of 261 electoral voates—not 
enough for a decision in the Electoral 
College.

SIX DAYS ON A RAFT, WITH SHARKS IN WAIT 


By STEUART M. EMERY. 


UT..of the wake of thé West In- 
dian hurricane that lashed the 
North Atlantic into a. heaving 
green-white menace, shattered 
coastwise shipping and even sent 
some of the. biggest liners staggering 
into their home ports, there has comé 
a story of shipwreck and ,courage 
worthy of the pen of a second Conrad. 
The story is that of the half-dozen men 
of the schooner Samuel W. Hathaway 
who, adrift for five nights and six days 
on a frail raft of their own making, 
fought barehanded a. gallant battle 
against starvation and death by thirst 
until a rescuing liner_hove in sight just 
as all hope was vanishing, 

These six men Sat, the other day, on 
the deck of the Southern Cross of the 
Munson Line, the ship that . brought 
them safely into port after -sighting 
their rocking raft 350 miles. off Cape 
Hatteras. Biond-haired, deep-chested 
and level-eyed, Trygve Gaarder, first 


‘mate of the Hathaway and the leader of 


the six in their desperate fight, spoke 
for the group in recounting the Aale of 
their adventufe. Gaarder is a man who 
has seen shipwréck.and stornt before— 
three times previously. he had known 
what it was to have*a vessel go down 
beneath his feet. And then came the 
voyage on the four-master, sailing out 
of Charleston, S. C., for Port Juan, 
Porto Rico, with a cargo of fertilizer, 
a voyage on which nine men shipped 
and from which only six returned, 
“For days it had been. blowing hard,” 
he said, telling his story with the.phleg- 
matic calm of the Scandinavian sailor 
who-has learned to actept storm and 
danger as part of the day’s work, ‘‘and 
then the wind rose and the Hathaway 
was plunging along with a gale on her 
hands. Captain Elliott—he was lost, 
you know—ordered us to take in all sail 
"except the forestaysail, and we scudded 
along under that, with the big ‘waves 
hitching. and rolling all about us. All 
on deck and stay on deck was’ 
the order. It looked \like a nasty blow. 
I tell you, we had to work.’

six hours for the end. That's what the 
captain told us to do—‘Stand by and 
wait.’ He was a good captain. 

“Then we had a ray of hope. A 
steamér came rolling over the horizon 
and the captain sent one of the men 
aloft to’fasten our flag.to the mast: for 
a distress signal. Then we stood ‘there 
in the water and waited some more: 
Pretty. soon the boat began to go down 
by the head and the captain said: ‘Well, 
boys, she’s gone now.’ So we all shook 
hands and prepared to go overboard. 
We had our lifebelts on but not a drop 
of. water or an ounce of food with us, 
We just about had time to,call out that 
we'd all: stick fogether and try to pull 
each other. through when the ship werit 
down and we jumped. ~~ 

“Three of us swam.to the spanker 
boom and clung to that. Here and there 
in the sea-about. us Wé could see the 
others holding to bits-of wreckage, Then 
we sighted the cabin roof floating on a 
wave and the *bosun, the colored cook, 
Fred: Malvin, and I swani over to that 
and climbed on. ._The captain wasn *t far 
away—he was on thé top of a compan- 
ionway, s0,/we called to him to come on 
over to us. He shouted back—‘I’m all 
right here.’’ It looked as though he 


might be, at that, for the steamer we'd 
sighted just béfore we went down was 
passing within half a mile of us. ,All 
of us shouted and waved. and yelled, 
but she passed .on dnd out over the 
horizon. 

“We rolléd and pitched about all night. 
When dawn camie there -was no sign, of 
the captain or of two other men of the 
crew. By now six of us had gotten to- 
gether onthe one raft, which was about 
twenty~ feet long by téen wide. The 
smaller rafts-;three of them—we had 
lashed: on top ‘of the main raft so that 
a little bit of it was out of water any- 
how. Then we -fovnd that we- wefe 
hungry.”’ “ : ‘ ry 

The castaways also-found: that death 
lurked close at hand.in the water. The 
fins ,of murderous-looking sharks wero 
cutting the swells about their frail 
craft—every hoyr of the day for all their 
six days they were to sce fins and ugly 
teeth waiting for them .to crumple and 
fall into the’ water. 

On the raft there still clung a frag- 
ment of canvas. Patiently the men un- 
raveled it and from its threads. with 
sailor's skill they wove.a fishing line. 
Hooks had to be conjured up next. They 
dug the. nails out of the planking ani 


‘bent them. into shape. Some -kind of 


bait to attract whatever fish there 
might be .must. be improvised out of 
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; othing. A tiny piece of the canvas was 


fixed to the hook and the first line was 
tossed over the side of the raft. A 
shark promptly entangled itself ‘in the 
line and the whole: laborious process 
had ‘to*be- done over while the men’s 
throats grew parched and their strength 
began to ebb. But they stuck _to the 
job. 

“We got two fish the first day,” said 
Gaarder. ‘‘They were little blackfish. 
We opened them with a nail and ate 
them raw. ‘They were not nice, but 
they kept the six.of us alive through 
the night. For drink we had the fishes’ 
blood. That was not nice, either, but 
we had-to live. We did not want to 
grow weak and fall off: the raft with 
those sharks waiting. ‘ 

“There was not much.room on >the 
raft for six iofus. We took turns 
standing up and sitting down.» I don’t 
think any. of us slept «very much all 
those five nights and six days. We just 
dozed with. the water. slapp’ ‘all over 
us. .Pretty soon the big‘ swells stopped 
andthe ocean grew -peateful.:° If “it 
hadn't” calm ‘we néver-could have 
lasted a day on that‘raft. 

“The next day was about the same. 
We. caught more fish with the sharks 
watching: us and até them and drank 
their blood. . The sun. was out now—the 
surface of the ocean was not a nice place

been made “dictator.” I was in Siberia 
at the time the. Kolchak dictatorship 
came into being and was familiar with 
its unfortunate effect upon the. people. 
I assured him in the Summér of 1919 
that the Kolchak adventure was doomed 


‘} to inevitable. failure. 


_ In 1921 I met: Savinktoff again at his 
headquarters in Warsaw. Since the 
collapse of Kolchak and Wrangle, he 
conducted his anti-Bolshevist operations 
from Wi w. He formed a military 
force: of his Own and -a revolutionary 
organization through which he kept in 
close contact with Russia. His\ repre- 
sentatives and couriers penetrated va- 
Fious parts of Russia and brought him 
back detailed reports of conditions there. 
Bepudiated by Own Party. 

‘After that meeting Savinkoff continued 
his work. Because of his methods he 
was’ denounced and repudiated by his 
own party, the Socialist Revolutionists, 
and by his comfadés, who spoke of him 
as of an adventurer and an unscrupu- 
‘lous opportunist. But no one has ever 
denied - his: indomitable 
fearlessness, 

Answering my questions in 1921, Mr. 
Savinkoft spoké of his plans for gaving 
Russia: 

“Kirst of. . all,’ he said, “I .want to 
confess to you that I have'imade many

Now. the most. daring and romantic 
figure. among Russian revolutionists,

“At the recent international power 
conference at™ London,” said Director 
George Otis Smith of the. Geological 
Survey, in discussing this question, *‘one 
idea came forward repeatedly—the social 
value of power.

Amportance of pooling our knowledge for 
‘the common good, In opening one of 
the sessions of the conference I‘ called 
attention to the fact that already thé 
power resources ‘themsélves afe in a 
Way being pooled and itilized for the 
®@ommon good. In power resources, as 
in literature, philosophy, sciencé ‘or re- 
ligion, no nation lives unto itself. Long 
@go a Roman writer declared’ that. noth- 
ing was alien to his sympathies that 
had to do with men.

“Yet water power and fuel can be con- 





sidered complementary resources tn two 
senses.

One hundred million horsepower is th 
equivalent of the continued efforts. of 
the working population of a nation about 
twice as large as the United States, it 
is at least nine times the present. de- 
veloped water power of the United States 
and almost four times the potential 
water power.

But the flower and its ancestry is. a 
theme that has engaged the reflections 
‘and the search of more than one student 
of the ancient plants of the earth, which 
have left their records in the rocky 
slimes of uricounted® ages. of history. 
There must have been a first flower. 
There must have been a time when the 
earth, freely covered with lowly vegeta- 
tion, was.totally flowerless, had only a 
flowerless flora, for even'to such con- 
teadictory terms has an orphan goddess 
forced a téchnical language. 

What is a flower? All the world knows 

that plants are either flower-bearing. or 
flowerless. Should we attempt to define 
a flower in language that would be in- 
telligible to the non-technical reader and 
to the writer, without a doubt some 
botanist would protest against such defi-~ 
nition; and if we should.take the expres- 
sion ‘of some competent botanist as to 
what a flower is, I am quite sure some 
other botanist would take excéption 
thereto in great, dudgeon. 
This much is true: The flower is the 
‘expression of the aspiration of the plant 
to assure a more. perfect protection of 
the seeds of its kind for the benefit. of 
the generations to follow. The flower is 
the. ‘nest, the brooging place’ of the 
young: “Where the “scales of the: stem 
tusn into leaf and colored petal and are 
gathered -clobe together there’-is the 
pregnant hest $f seéds for’ their better 
security and fertilization.

their race, and we are taught by botani- 
cal authority beyond which ‘there séems 
now to be no appeal that these marine 
plants of the early seas attained devices 
for reproduction much in advance of 
those retained by their degenerate de- 
scendants of the present. The progress 
of the kingdom of plants led from out 
the sea to the land, for to the student of 
ancient history the sea is the mother of 
all life. 

So there was a ‘‘flara of transmigra- 
tion’”’ which for the perfection of organ- 
ization and in the. pursuit: of their 
aspirations passed from the deeper to 
the shallower waters and thence on to 
the land. We cannot-yet be sure of the 
scparate. steps in this transmigretion, 
but they were obviously steps toward a 
better adjustment to progressive living.

Land Plants With a Stery.

Glosely linked withthe Leagu: Lanes to 
institute discussions was the 
dzaft plan for a treaty oh aioupeoanoant 
and security, which is on the agenda of 
this month's meeting of the League As- | 
sembly at Geneva: Professdr. James T. 
Shotwell of Columbia University and 
David: Hunter Miller, the New York at- 
torney, two. of the ten Americans. who 
drew up the plan as private pays 2 ex- 
plained its provisions. 

In brief, the proposal is ‘for a ‘sort of 
world parliament on’ disarmament to 
meet at. least once every three ‘years, 
and for a continuous study of technical 
disarmament . questions by. *‘a general 
staff'of military men for peace.”" ; 
‘The American draft: also provides for 
the compulsory submission of questions: 
involving aggressive war. and. acts of 
aggression to the World Court, and for 
econemic penalties against a State which 

is adjudged by the Court to have com- 
mines an, overt act of aggression. It 
would be based’ upon complete recog- 
nition of the need of each nation-for se- 
curity from attack and would permit the 
contirftance of separate defensive arma- 
ment. : ‘s 

Such treaties, however, would: be sub- 
jected to full publicity and .would be 
under the supervision of the League in 
order to prevent a return to the old sys- 
tem of balance of power, recognized as 
@ menace to peace. That the sponsora 
of the plan felt it could not work with- 
out the support of a strong and active 
League was brought out in the discus- 
sion. 

Plea for American Idealism. 


French support for some kind of @ 
disarmament plan was pledged by Louis 
Aubert, former eager editor of the 
Revue de Paris, who told the institute 
members that the Dawes plan for fe- 
construgtion should be followed By a 
Dawes plan for disarmament. “Without 
the assurance of continued peace that 
would come from a disarmament agree- 
ment ‘based upon security, M. Aubert 
contended; the reparation payments and 
international loans called for by the 
Dawes plan could not be carried out. 

M. Aubert, who throughout his lecture 
course at the institute stressed the im- 
portance of considering political factors, 
stich as national sentiments, self-deter- 
mination, &c., in all plans for the re- 
hAbilitation of Europe instead of ig- 
noring politics altogether for economics 
pointed to the League as the proper 
agency for the control of political causes 
of War. 

The solution of the problem of world 
peace, according to M. Aubert, called for 
more than an economic participation by 
the United States—more-than the Dawes 
plan, and more than American money. 
In efféct, the French spokesman said 
that the way to solve the big problem of 
Europe was to return to the idealism 
of President Wilson and to deal with 
European. questions in the spirit of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

R. H. Tawney, British Labor Party 
economist, who represented the economic 
viewpoint of the British Laborite and 
Socialist; seconded Sir Arthur in his syp- 
port of the League as an agency for 
controlling the © underlying economic 
causes of war, and asserted that the 
British worker regarded the Covenant 
of the Léague as the most important 
potential political constitution in the 
world. 

Taking the Profit Out.of War. 

Another peace plan submitted to the 
institute was a proposal to ‘‘take the 
profit out of war,’’ called the Christian 
Science Monitor plan because the, news- 
paper named, while it did not originate 
the idea, suggested its incorporation into 
a constitutional amendment, and has 
been conducting a campaign for it since 
last November. This would give the 
President and Congress specific power: 
to make a capital levy in time of war. 

Federal Judge G. W. Anderson of Bos- 
ton, who described the plan at Wil- 
liamstown, pointed out that it would 
stop war profiteering and deter the peo- 
ple who desire war in order to make 
money. -Army and navy officers at the 
institute opposed disarmament, on. the 
ground that it would’leave the United 
States at the mercy of other countries, 
but supported the Monitor plan because 
it would udd security to the country. 
Rear Admiral Huse pointed out that 
the power to conscript wealth as well as 
mens would give the. United States ‘the 
immediate preparation-for war which it 
lacked in the last war, and ‘would make 
it so strong that no two or three other 
nations ‘in the world would dare attack 
us, The proposed amendment, it was 
noted, has’ been’ accepted in substance

A uniform’ road marking system ié 
now being studied by the Bureau of 
Public Roads..and. the Committee on 
Traffic Control and Safety. of the 
American Association of State Highway 
Officials and it is hoped that e practi- 
cable arrangement wilt be worked out 
for presentation to the agéociation at 
its next annual meeting in November: 
“fhe plan. undef consideration is to 
adopt as numbers for the Federal-aid 
highway system, which is correlated and 
connected throughout the éntirée.country, 
wall’ ones and’ two digit” numbers¢? This- 
will give fifty odd and forty-niné even 
numbers and provide for ninety-nine | 
through routes. The odd numbers would 
be giveh to connecting and continuous 
routes east and west, and the even 
numbers to similar routes north and 
south. ; 

A’ traveler fr6m the Atlantic seaboard 
to the Pacific would know that he was 


an odd-numbered route, even though he 
had no map. The odd numbers would 
take precedence over the even numbers 
where a diagonal or cross’ route was 
used hy both the north-ahd-seuth and 
éast-and-west route.

depended on for heavy contributions 
have been hard hit. 

The cost of. campaigning is as’ high 
today as at any time in history. »Costs 
@re up all along the line, so that the 
outlay for a national campaign at: this 
time is almost twice as much as for- 
merly, except in 1920, when conditions 
were similar. 

In 1916 the Republicans spent approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 and the Democrats not 
quite $2,000,000, but money went fur- 
ther then than it does today. In 1920 


tle actual outlay of the Republican Na-| - 


tional Committee, as reported to the 
Senate, was: $5,319,729.32, while the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee spent $1,- 
318,274.02. 

$10,888,509 Spent in 1020. 4 

The 1920 campaign, with State ex- 
penditures figured in, cost. $10,338,509. J 
This included, as well as State expendi- 
tures, the cost of the special committees 
campaigning for the election of members 
- of the Senate and House. The Repub- 
lican Congressional Campaign Commft- 
tee @pent $375,969.05 and the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee $24,- 
498.05. For the eléction of Senators the 
Republicans spent $326,908.29 and the 
Democrats $6,675. <All this is figured 
as part of the Presidential campaign, 
since the minor candidates, in working 
for themselves, also are working for the 
election of the heads of the ticket. 

The 1920 campaign was unusual, how- 
ever, because the Republicans spent far 
more than had been customary and the 
Democrats considerably less. The fact 
that more than $10,000,000 went into the 
“Campaign, however, when there were 
only two {tickets in the field, emphasizes 
the fact. fhat the 1924 campaign will bés 
one of economy. The outlay of $10,000,- 
- 000 this year will be used to finance 
three parties instead of two. 

As this is written the indications are 
that the Republicans will be far better 
financed than either the Democrats or 
the Progressives. The Republican bud- 
get is not as-yet complete, but those in 
charge indicate that it will call for noth- 
ing like the expenditure of the Repub- 
lican organization in 1920. The probabil- 
ity is that, so far as the National Com- 
mittee fund is concerned, it will be a 
Httle more than half as much. 


Forecast of the Collections. 


Estimates that may be depended on 
place thé Republican National Commit- 
tee fund at around $3,000,000, with addi- 
tional money available for the Republi- 
can Congressional-and Senatorial Cam- 
paign Committees. The Democrats will 
consider themselves lucky if they are 
able to get $2,000,000. The Progressive 
Party, it seéms at present, -will fall far 
short of expectations, and there is now 
little likelihood of the La Follette fund 
getting far beyond $1,000,000. 

The close scrutiny bythe Senate of 
National. Committee expenditures makes 
it éxtremély probable that State cam- 
paign funds will be larger than before.| 
Many States do not require reports. 
Some’ contributors prefer to make their 
donations through these channels, so 
that they may avoid the publicity. Sim- 
larly, county campaign funds may be 
found’ greatly increased, since there is 
no report of these. In this way it is 
probable that the general expenditures 
will be sent to the $10,000,000 mark be- 
tween now and election day. | 

The Republicans are seeking to avoid 
the criticism that befell them in 1920, 
- when more money: went into the cam- 
paign than at any time history. While 
there will be no limit on the size of in- 
dividual donations, every check will be 
scrutinized closely, for fear of the after- 
ant 

Democrats, under Chairman Shaver, 
although the Democrats contemplate a 
much ,harder time getting funds, will 
apply the same rule. The Democrats 
fell far short of their. mark in 1920. 
They hoped to get $2,000,000, but 
when the campaign ended they had 
collected only $1,200,000, quitting the 
campaign, consequently, with a deficit. 
The conditions that prevailed.in the 
Democratic ranks in 1920 do not exist 
today, so that it is believed the party 
workers will be able to raise $2,000,000, 
or as much of it as is necessary. 


Financing of La Follette Ticket. 

The financing of the La Follette- 
Wheeler ticket is expected to be more 
of a task than had been. anticipated. 
The talk that laboring men intended to 
‘contribute a day’s pay ea¢h to the 
Progressive fund, and so > $3,500,000 
or thereabouts, appears to ve been 
little more.than talk. Some money. will

- "The.most pretentious is the campaign } 
textbook, an imposing publication, with

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How Campaign Funds Are Spent. 





‘arguments, to editors for guidance in 
writing, to political correspondents for 
reference and to others who are taking 
an active part in the campaign. Around 
$50,000 is spent for this. 

Books for general distribution are 
smaller in size and less expensive, gi- 
though they are printed by, the hundred 
thousand. The books sent out to farm- 
ers discuss farm problems entirely, on 
the theory that the purpose is served. 
Those sent to laboring men discuss 
labor issues. 

One of the oldest campaign friends 
ig the lithograph, a large picture of the 
Presidential candidate alone _.or the 
Presidential candidate with the Vice 
Presidential nominee. These lithographs, 
done in one..color, black or dark brown 
to save expense, are purchased by the 
million to be sent throughout the coun- 
try and hung up in the windows of ad- 
miring party adherents. Prices vary, 
but the ordinary lithograph costs about 
4 cents. In 1920 the Republicans got 
out 5,000,000° pictures. of Warren G. 
Harding, which they distributed chiefly 
in doubtful States, so that virtually 
everybody who wanted. one might have 
a picture of the Republican nominee to 
hang -in his window. , 

Campaign. buttons are another impor- 
tant. and expensive method of creating 
interest in the’ fight leading up to the 
election. These also are “produced by 
the million and they cost, according to 
whether they carry the picture or merely 
the name of the candidate, anywhere 
from 3 and 4 cents aplece upward. 


: Heavy Cost of Distribution. 


All this campaign literature, litho- 
graphs and buttons must be shipped 
from the place of production, through 
a general headquarters, to the. workers 
in the field. And this means heavy bills 
for freight and express. Coupled with 
this is the expense of maintaining ship- 
ping departments. This item alone cost 
the Republicans $680,000 in 1920. 

The real value of lithographs and 
campaign buttons has been questioned 
many times’ by political: leaders, but 
they have/been retained on the theory 
that the party that did not have such 
things would be called unenterprising. 

Billboard, advertising on a large scale 
made its appearance in the national 
campaign of\1920, when the Republicans 
plastered the country with posters, 
aimed at Woodrow Wilson, reading: 
“Let us be done with wiggling and wab- 
bling.’’ e Democrats, because of their 
lack of funds,- did little of this, but the 
poster printers and the billboard men 
collected $400,000 from the Republican 
treasury for the work. Poster adver- 
tising will be a factor in the current 
campaign, although probably not until 


the final month. . Funds are to be. set! th 


aside for the purpose. 

Newspaper. advertising and advertis- 
ing in the weekly magazines is an item 
of expénse, although most’ of this is 
local in character and paid for out of 
local campaign funds. Approximately 
10 per cent. of the campaign fund is 
used for the rservice to newspapers, 
chiefly the small newspapers that do not 
have the facilities or the money to take 
any great part in a campaign. 

Press bureaus are maintained and spe- 
ejal writers-and artists are gniployed to 


jsend out;news stories, editorials and. po- 


litical cartoons, all intended to advarice 
the party. In some instances the news- 
papers supplied are so small that they 
do not put into type the matter received, - 
so-the committee sends out plates ready 
for publication. 

In’ these days of high railroad fares 
and expensive ‘hotels the Cost of the 
spéakers’ bureaus 'of the National Com- 
mittees is important, - ‘consuming, as it 


of annoyance and all the facilities for 
rest that can be provided. _ 

Special trains. are expensive, requiring 
@ hundred full-fare railroad tickets in 
addition to a charge for the rental of 
the cats. ‘The cars rented are. Pullman 
cars and, are hired by» the-day.. The 
railroad hauls them on a mileage basis. 
The candidate, usually, is provided with’ 
@ private car equipped with kitchen and 
similar facilities. The other cars, some- 
times two or three, in addition to bag- 
gage cars, are. occupied by members of 
the candidate's staff of stenographers 
and others and the newspaper corres- 
pondents, who, incidentally, pay their 
own expenses, 

Some idea of the magnitude of this 
item in a national campaign may be 
had from the fact that the tour of James 
M. Cox, the Democratic nominee of 1920, 
who passed virtually all of the timé on 
the stump, cost the Democratic National 


-Committee $160,000. Warren G. Hard- 


ing, the Republican nominee, traveled 
in greater, style,, but not so far. 

The other great item of expense of a 
national campaign, making about 25 
per cent. of the total, is for headquar- 
ters. These, when the parties can af- | 
ford it, are pretentious affairs, with 
managers for different essential Wureaus, 
stenographic staffs and others necessary 
in organization. 

Headquarters are maintained by the 
Democrats in New York, Washington, 
Chicago and Denver; by the Republicars 
in New York, Washington, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Denver and San Francisco, and 
by the Progressives in New York, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Lincoln, Neb.; San 
Francisco and, in the South, in a city 
yet to be selected, either Atlanta or 
Birmingham. 

The most careful check is to be kept 
on campaign contributions and expendi- 
tures under a Senate resolution adopted 
during the closing hours of thé last 
session of Congress. <A special Senate 
committee, headed by Senator William 
EH. Borah (Rep.),:of Idaho, is to be in 
Chicago every ten days. to receive re- 
ports fram the committee Chairmen. 

The first report to be received will be 
Sept. 10, when all money collected up 
to Sept. 1 will Se reported. Names_of 
.the donors and their addresses are to be 
submitted, so that the country may 
know how the campaigns are financed 
and whether there are any objectionable 
contributions. 

The arrangement is’ voluntary.. The 
résolution was adopted after President 
Coolidge: ‘refused to sign a bill making 
the arrangement part. of the law. The 
provision was a rider to the Agricultural 
Appropriation bill and Mr. Coolidge sent 
it back to Congress without his sigria- 
ture, declaring that while hd favored 
ie measure, he opposed its adoption. as. 
a rider to another bill..

In my .opinjon pardon 
is as much out of place in justice: as 
mercy. Justice—the justice based on 
understanding--will have no occasion 
for either mercy or pardon.’ Its one

interest by so dealing with the. offender 


Jas to protect society from his further 


depredations and, if possible, to convert 
him frito asset rather than a -lia- 
bility to the community. “When .our 
system of criminal justice once assumes 
this function, then, and not till then; 
will the cry for mercy be stilled. 

The fear has been publicly expressed 
that if the precedure Se cre by Judge 
Caverly should be loyed. in all 
criminal cases we soon fing our- 
selves fatinig a complete breakdown of 
criminal justice. An ¢éditorial. writer in 
THs New Yorx Times, commenting on 
Mr. Dartow’s ent that. the crime 
Leopold and Loeb committed was the 
result .of unforturiate hereditary. ten- 
dencies, molded by an unfortunate en- 
vironment, called attention to the, fact 
that herédity and environment. were all 
that any,of us had; every criminal is 
what he is by virtue of what he brought 
into the world plus or minus what his 
experience of life has added to or sub- 
tracted frpm his original endowment, 


This is, of course, true. _ But if seems 
to me beside the mark. It is like the 
question sometimes asked of’ me: ,‘‘Are 
criminals only sick men, that is, morally 
sick?’ All such questions are academic 
and there is little danger* that the 
criminal law will ever run off -into 
such abstractions. 

“Surely we) may assume that, by the 
joint operation of heredity and environ- 
ment,, some of us are normal, with a 
substantial control over e operations 
which make up the business/of living in 
aceomplex social order; and that some of 
us, relatively few only, are abnormal 
and obviously incapable of leading or- 
dered lives in such a society, - Even if, as 
Professor James suggested, théne is no 
sharp line'to,be drawn. between the 
mind of Dr. Charles W. Eliot and that 
of a hopeless lunatic, there is certainly 
no danger of confusing the two. 
may all have our day-dreams, our’ de- 
lusions of power (especially in sleep), 
our propensities at war with’ our better 
nature—in all of us the “spirit warreth 
against the flesh.’’ But that does not

: LONpDON. 
ERE {fe a curiously unexpected re- 
vival of political entertaining in 
London. ~The Labor Government 
appears to abound in political hostesses. 
The newest party in the country has 
apparently learned what the two older 
parties learned some time ago, that the 
political possibilities of a cup of tea— 
or a whisky and soda for that matter— 

are too considerable to be neglected. 


‘True, Labor hostegses are hardly of 
the type of hostess under~ whose han- 
dling Conservative and Liberal functions 
once attained an almost, legendary bril- 
liance. This regal.type of hostess was 
descended in direct ine from the “great 
lady’’ of thé Victorian éra,’ while the 
Labor hostess comes either from the im- 
mediate. environment of a couple of 
cane-bottomed. chairs in front of a cot- 
tage fireside or froni the ‘‘brain parties’’ 
of a flat in Chelsea. She is a new type 
of political hostess and she has put po- 
litical entertaining on a basis somewhat 
different from that ‘of. the spacious days 
of. Disraeli, 

The great Conservative and Liberal 
hostesses of the Victorian era ruled 
society in, London at a time when there 
was such a thing in:London as society, 
at.a time when the House of Commons 
was a sort of servants’ hall. Those 
were the days when the governing class 
in England really did govern, and if in 
this twentieth century people are some- 
times tempted ‘to doubt whether sych 
days ever existed, they might do worse 
than to reread Thackeray. 

Those.were the days when government 
in England was founded upon the tevin 
Pillars of Devonshire House. and Lans- 
downe House, the, days when the late 
Theresa, Marchioness of Londonderry, 
and the late Duchess of Devonshire 
madé and unmade the careers of M. P.’s 
with a smile: They were w#arely seen in 
public, but when. they weré’ seen. the 
setting was one commensurate with the 
brilliance, wit and authority of their 
reign. On thé-eve of the state opening 
of Parliament they Were seen at the top 
of a marble staircase in a setting of stars 
and ribands, ‘the walls about ‘them hung 
with paintings of Victorian statesmen— 
Olympian figures standing between a 
column ‘and a curtain with a roll of im- 
portant-looking parchment'in the nearer 
hand. * ' 

Up the broad staircase trooped. the 
Diplomatic Corps, the Navy, the Army, 
the Church, literature and the arts, This, 
in the olden days, was the Conservative: 
or Liberal ‘‘crush,”, and it cdntinued 
right down to the outbreak of the war 
in 1914.

| Nebraska | Curator Believes Ruins Excavated. Near: 
: Platte River Are Those of 14th Century © 
“Settlement of Red Men - 


UT, on the plains ° of Nebraska, 
along the banks of the Platte 

and. Loup. Rivers,. from .the 

Beaver River to the Elkhorn, a 

ii great Indian settlement with @ 
‘hE aiBiion or more population .flourished 

“three hundred years before the ' Pil- 
e, grims landed at Plymouth. It is prob- 
“mbie that this ‘settlement was the fa- 
) ‘yfious City of Quivera, from which the 
“original red men, migrating from Mex- 

ico. and the South, began ‘to spread over 
the territory which is now the United 
ftates. : 

These are the conclusions which BE. ©. 
~ ‘Blackman, curator of the Nebraska 
\Btate Historical Society, has reached 

after extensive excavations andiresearch 

\» this Summer in this part of the State. 
He has unearthed ‘extensive ‘ruins of 
Indian houses, burial grounds, corn- 
fields and caches containing human and 
animal :remains, all sorts of pottery and 
a wide variety of implements. Along 
with the Indian relics he found pieces 
of Spanish armor and mailed equip- 
ment for the Spanish cavalryman. of 
the seventeenth century. Evidence from 
the writings on the pottery and other 
* objects he dug up and from ancient doc- 
uments shows, ‘aecording to Mr. Black- 
man, that this séttlement existed as far 
back as 1341. 

Not the least! interesting feature of 

» the Blackman discoveries is the lead 
which inspired him to undertake the ex- 
cavations. Buried in out-of-the-way 
archived:, »in Paris Mr. Blackman came 
upon an ‘ancient ‘docurhent with the fol- 
lowing title: “‘Massacre of the Spanish 
Pixpedition of the.Missourl, Aug. 11, 


1720; from the Journal of the Society of- 


Americanistes, Paris.’"” The manuscript 
contained a tragic story of a legion of 
gcveral thousand men, women and chil- 
' gren who were butchered in cold blood 
by the Otoe Indians. > 
In the Spring of 1720, according to this 
_" [Bccount, the Spanish eettlers fn the 
South were warned by Padouka, a 
Comanche chief,’ that French trappers 
were about to set out from the Great 
Lakes region to search for mines and 
to try to gain possession of New Mex-~- 
ico. ‘The Spaniards thereupon organized 
an expedition with double purpose: to 
explore the region of the Missouri, and 
to drive from that land; any of, the 
French who might have settled there. 
The manuscript went on to describe’ how 
the expedition, accompanied by, Indian 
guides, left New Mexico. One of their 
“objectives, it seems, was this very City 
; ef Quivera which Mr. Blackman believes 
; he has now located. 


All But Twe Slaughtered. 


The Pawnee Indians at that time were 
friendly to the Spanish, while the Otoes 
favored the, French. The Spanish: le- 
gion eventually arrived. at the junc- 
tion point of _the Platte and Loup 
Rivers just below what is now Colum- 
bus. Neb. There they met an Indian 
army. Thinking the Indians were Paw- 
nees, they told them their plans, which 
included plots to kill the French and 
the Otoes. The Indians, however, were 
Otoes themselves.- They invited the 
Spaniards: to stack ‘their arms and’ said 
they would stage a great war dance beé- 
fore they started the campaign. The 
Spaniards followed the suggestion and 
that night, under the rays of a full 
moon, all but two of them, including 
women and children, were scalped and 
burned at the stake. It was one of 
4 the survivors who wrote the account of 

the massacre. Booty from the battlefield 
was carried as far as settlements in 

what is now Illinois, and the falls of 

St. Anthony, now Minneapolis,

How much: before 1341 the Skidi dwelt 
there cannot be determined with ac- 
curacy, says Mr, Blackman, from the 
evidence in ‘hand. It is known, how- 
ever, that these Indians came to*this 
section fromthe Southwest and that 
they were the forerunnérs of the other 
Indian tribes that subsequently spread. 
to all parts of temperate. North\America. 
One of the most interesting deductions 


j which Mr. Blackman has made from,his 


discoveries is that the Indians whom 
later white settlers: found in other parts 
of the country represented. a relatively 
decadent race. The ruins.on the Loup 
River show a state of civilization far in 
advance of that represented by the red 
men of Revolutionary days: The -In- 
dians, says Mr. Blackman, have been a 
decadent race for a thousand years. 


Extinct Animals’ Bonce. 


Another evidence of the age of the 
civilization represented by the ruins was 
found in the’bones of ‘animals discovered 
in a cache or burial place. Mr. Black- 
man cut a trench three. feet deep into 
one prominent mound. Presently he 
came upon pieces of decayed wood 
which, in spite of their age and condi- 
tion, showed they had been logs about 
four inches in diameter, Below these 
logs Mr. Blackman came upon: the bones 
of buffalo; but soon he found other 
bones, which came from animals that 
were extinct; when white men first 
reached this continent. 

Digging dewn into the uth, Mr. 
Blackman discovered that the walls 
sloped outward like those of a ¢istern 
as he went down; they were narrow at 
the top and expanded below to a consid- 
erable depth. The entire cavity of the 
cache was filled with dry dust, brown in 
color and much lighter in weight than 
ordinary soil. Mixed with this dust 
were decayed leather, skins in folds anu 
small bits of kernels. Near the top of 
the cache Mr. Blackman later discovered 
Pieces of human skulls. _ He thinks that 
this is evidence of a later use of the 
cache as a grave or burial: ground. In 
earlier times, he thinks, it was used as 
a storehouse in which the Indians hid 
valuable property when enemies threat- 
ened or- when they were away. on hunt- 
ing expeditions. « 

Some of the caches which Mr, Black- 
man has discovered open out into rooms 
as large as six or eight feet across and 
high enough for a man to stand up- 
right. One of them was a hundred feet 
long. It has been the lack of moisture 
which has so well preserved their con- 
tente. The climate of the region is semf- 
arid. Then, too, the mounds are on 
hilltops which slope away in all direc- 
tions, causing perfect drainage. 

Evidences of systematic crop-growing 
have beén revealed by Mr. Blackman’s 
excavations. Charred corncobs have 
been found near the fireplaces in some 
of ‘the mounds. The cornfields were 
evidently planted around the village 
sites, and in the form of small hills or 
patches ranging from 30 to 100. feet 
equare. Each of these, Mr. Blackman 
says, was worked by an Indian woman,, 
and sometimes one woman had 4 num- 
ber of them at once to cultivate. When 
fish were abundant they were buried 
near the growing corn to fertilize. it.

The 
ashes .always turned white when ex- 
posed to the rays of the hot summer

Most of the pottery which Mr. Black- 
man found is called ‘“‘basket ware.” 
This pottery, he says, was made by 
molding clay in a ‘wicker basket. by 
hand. When thé pottery was burned in 
the fire to make:it hard, the wicker or 
willow disappeared. The clay in thé 
pottery found by. Mr. Blackman shows 
sand quartz, mica; crushed clam shells 
and ore,’ It is only slightly burned, but 
hard... The. color varies from light 
brownish gray to coal black. Some 
pieces have been burned until they are 
red. The ware is firm and was so long 
used that it acquired a polish. 

Some of the vessels were made without 
basket supports. Others were made 
around a wooden framework. The rims 
and handles were decorated by marks 
and lines, arid it is on these that traces 
of ancient language are found. The 
lines are rudely made without regular 
geometric design.. Mr. Blackman says 
thet this kind of pottery was made in 
very early times in Scandinavian coun- 
tries, whence it ‘spread through Eng- 
land; Iceland and Greenland, Labrador, 
Canada and westward into Nebraska. 
The coiled ware of Southern Europe 
spread into South America, but traces 
of it have never been found in Ne- 
braska. 

Many Implements Feund. 

Many bone awls were also found by 
Mr. Blackman...8ome of them were 
badly decayed, but others buried in an 
ash deposit ‘were well preserved. Some 
carry a high degree of polish from con- 
stant usage. Rib bones of deer or 
buffalo, highly polished and with a hole 
drilled through, suggest that they were 
handles for flint knives. Buffalo shoulder 


‘blades, the edges of which were highly 


polished, suggest a digging implement 
or hoe used to cultivate corn. 

A used piece of buckhorn antler was 
found. The aboriginals used it as a 
chipping tool to cut wood. A polished 
tone head was also found oh the site of 
the’ great Indian house. A few pieces 
of turtle shell bone with holes in them 
suggest bead ornaments of the fifteenth 
century. Clam shells are abundant 
throughout the ruins of the city. Two 
beads made of this material have been 
found. 

Mr. Blackburn found “flint scrapers 
here arid there among thé ruins. They 
are abundant in the fields everywhere. 
The curator says that the fact that more 
of them have not been gathered is that 
the ordinary person fails to recognize 
them for what they really are. 

War points or arrow and spear heads 
were next in abundance. They are about 
an inch in length, without notches at 
the stem. . Bird points with notches at 
the stem are scarce. The larger arrow 
heads, recognized as those used to kill 


‘buffalo and large game, were found in 


small numbers. The type of flint {mple- 
ment recognized as a knife is third in 
order of abundance. It is diamond- 
shaped with four cutting edges which 
even now can ‘be used to cut wood, 





CHARACTER TRAINING FOR 
BOYS OF STOCK EXCHANGE 





HE visitor leaning over the rafl of 
T the balcony abdéve the hubbub of 

“the Stock Exchange floor may no- 
tice the quick, sure movements of scores 
of uniformed boys. He looks upon them 
only as members of the office boy class, 
perhaps theré today and gone tomorrow. 
But members of the Exchange regard 
them as possible future employes or 
even partners. To the boys themselves 
membership on the Stock Exchange re- 
places in their ambitions that earlier 
dream of the White House common 
among American youth. 

Many pages nave become. telepnone 
clerks for members. Some have risen 
to positions as partners of Stock Ex- 
change houses.. And in the last seven 
or eight years about a score. of: former 
pages have returned as members of the 
Exchange. The possibilities of pages as 
recruits for membera’ firms have led 
the Exchange to look seriously upon 
their training. 

Chances of rising to the top have en- 
eouraged the boys to fall into line, so 
that in five years the percentage of 
employes with only’ an elementary 


school education has. dropped from 85: 


to 35, and the percentage of those who 
have attended high school has’ risen 
from 15 to. 63." Two per Cent. were at- 
tending college, or had attended, in 
1923, as against none in 1918. 

It-is said that there are more teen 
age boys on the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change than in the employ of any ‘other 
commercial institution in New. Yor«; 
hence the Magis 8 for educational 
measures. 

As a rule, only high school graduates 
or boys attending evening school are 
accepted. Those who before the. new 
ruling were employed without a high 
school diploma are expected ‘to attain 
et evening school ‘at least the equivalent: 
of a high school education. | Special con- 
sideration for promotion is given to those 
boys who pursue studies in finance after 
completion of the high’ school course. 
Though in 1918 only thirty employes 
were enrolled in evening school, in 19238 
moré than 200 took up studies there.

Every year scholars are toiling to 
translate the Scriptures Into more and 
still more dialects. ‘Thousands are plod- 
ding all over the globe to put these 
translations in the hands ofall peoples. 
In the interiors» of distant.countries, far 
up the Amazon Valley perhaps, or into 
darkest Africa, where the Bible has 
never been, colporteurs are tramping 
with their packs. Motor cars are’ car- 
rying the Bible across the desert from 
Damascus to Bagdad in forty-eight 
hours, a journey that was once @ mat- 
ter of six weeks, and by fastest camel 
post a trip of nine days. 

The Scriptures, have been printed in 
175 different tongues by the American 
Bible Society alone. The total number 
of languages and dialects represented 
is more than four times that figure. 
Among these are strange and obscure 
names such as Quecha, Kurmaij, Ulun- 
gore, Mossa, K’pelle—an unpronounce- 
able series. Special efforts made to. bring 
the Bible out in the languages of the 
North American Indians resulted in 1923 
in arrangements to produce & Cheyenne 
Bible. Translation is going of, 400, In 
several Indian dialects in three different 
parts of Central America. 

In the United States circulation of 
Scriptures was almost doubled last year, 
as compared with the previous year. 
Through the Massachusetts Bible So- 
ciety alone a quarter of a million copies 
in forty-two languages were distributed. 
But this country falls several hundred 
thousand short, of the Chinese demand. 
The American Bible Society issued there 
two and a half million Bibles last year, 
an increase over the previous year of 
more than half a million. In fact, one- 
half of its 7,000,000 volumes went to the 
Orient. In country after country: the 
figures have risen for the American 
society alone. Similar accounts come 
from the British and Foreign Bible 89- 
ciety, the Bible Society of France— 
through which a Bible is given away at 
every French marriage or first com- 
munion when so ° desired—the Belgian 
Gospel Mission, the Evangelical Society 
of Geneva and many others, 

The circulation of Scriptures through 
the American Bible Society represents 
the services of 3,000 persons, about 
three-fourths of whom labor in foreign 
lands. Many a story comes from (dis- 
tant fields of the energy, courage and 
perseverance of these colporteurs.

One item Describés an “Electric 
Maiden” Who Had Proper- 
ties of 4 Battery. 


Blectric light for night bathing at 
Coney Island was first used-in 1878, and 
the year before Boston put in its first 
street electric lighting syatem. 

This statement, with others showing 
the development of the thdustry, was 
made in the bulletin of the National 
Electric Light Association for Septem- 
ber, iti a review covering the last forty- 

en years. Quoting from @ newspaper 
of 1879 in Bouchon, Canada, the Bul- 
letin said: 

“An electric maiden has been discov- 
ered here who, at 19 years, appears to 
have all the properties of an electric 
battery. A person, unless possessed of 
the strongest nerves, cannot shake hands 
with her, nor can anyone place his hand 
in a& pail of water with. hers. By join- 
ing hands she ‘can send a shock through 
fifteen or twenty people in a room, and 
she possesses the attraction of a magnet. 
If she attempts to pick up a knife the 
blade will jump into her hand, and 
needles and bits of stee] will hang sus- 
pended’ from her finger tips. If Mr. 
Edigon cannot utilize her as a generator 
for the production of his electric light, 
she might prove an inestimable treasure 
in the servace of electrotherapy.’ 

In its review the Bulletin says that 
in 1879, Herr Frewith described a 
{ feathes ‘of giving electric shock to bees

In the case of scarlet 
fever né significant difference is shown 
where there have been operations. It

A paper.on the survey, which was 
made in Baltimore, has been prepared 
by James A, Doull, Associate Professor 
of Epidemiology, School of Hygiene and 


Public Health, of Johns Hopkins Uni- | th 


versity. A summary gf the regults of 
the study are: 

Surveys of the white school popula- 
tion of six wards of the city of Balti- 
more show that the percentages of chil- 
dren having had their tonsila removed 
varies from approximately, 7 per cent. 
at ages 5 and 6, to 19 per cent. at 
ages 13 and 1¢, ¢ 

A study of a consecutive series of 
224 cases of diphtheria of school agé 
and living in the same area of the city 
showed that only 2 per_cent. of the 
children had had tonsillectomy _per- 
formed: 

In 193 cases of scarlét fever in chil- 
dren of school age 9.8 per cent. were
